The Chur(h and Higher 
Criticism. | 


I have just returned from - 
Me., where I went to attend the quar- | 
terly meeting of the "Clerical Club." 
made up of all denominations, both 
Catholic and Protestant, both Ortho- 
cox and Liberal. There were only 
sixteen present, and these were ai! 
Protestant, ten Orthodox and six Lib- 
erals. The Catholics and many Prot- 
estants do not see fit to come into 
such an association; perhaps it is too 
inclusive to suit their narrow con- 
ceptions of religion. 

The paper presented for discussion 
was on Higher Criticism. It was giv- 
en by Rev. Dr. Stockpole of Auburn 
Methodist. It was a clear, strong and 
unanswerable argument in defense of 
the views of the higher critics. 

He said “the question is not 
whether the Bible is inspired, but is it 
true?” He gave nearly all his effort 
to show that it was not true and not 
reliable in every part, either histori- 
cally, scientifically, ethically or theo- 
logically. Each of these heads were 
sustained by ample quotations from 
Scripture. The contradictions theo- 
logically and ethically between differ- 
ent writers in different parts, he 
painted in vivid colors. He said Paul 
in his early preaching believed and 
taught the second coming of Christ, 
but in later years lost faith in it. He 
found Calvinism taught by Paul and 
Armenianism by other Bible writers. 
Paul brought over from Judaism into 
Christianity much of his early instruc- 
tion and many of his Jewish ideas 
which we do not find in Jesus and 
which ought to find no place in us as 
his followers. 

The closing part of his paper was 
Christacentric, and this in the eyes of 
some of his Orthodox brethren was 
the one redeeming feature of his her- 
etical essay. He made Christ the cen- 
ter of all that is perfect in the realm | 
of religion. He was God manifest in 
the flesh both in act and word and | 
thought. Everything in the Bible | 
which conflicts with the teachings of | 
Christ, either in precept or practice is | 
not for us nor for this age, but is an 
error which belonged to the imperfect | 
or incomplete revelation of God to the | 
Jews, and which in Christ was done! 
away. Christ is the absolute standard | 
by which we are to measure the cor- 
rectness of every Scripture statement. ! 

In discussing the paper at the close 
of the reading, four Liberals accepted 
its teachings in full, one was aston- 
ished at what, if, it had been advocated 
when he entered the ministry forty 
years ago would have been pronounced 
rank infidelity and would have been a 
sufficient cause of ejectment from the 
church. And one said he bad "motbiaz 
to say." 

Of the ten orthodox, six agreed with 
the essayist wholly or in substance,

BRAIN CELLS. 


| Set in Motion by Unknown In- 
fluences. 


| Thought transference is among the 
| greatest and most wonderful of all the 
| discoveries of the Spiritual philosophy.

portance to the human race. This all- 

important sense is nothing less than 
the production and transmission of hu- 
man thought through the agency of vi- 
brations impressed upon and transmit- 
| ted by the universal ether! 

lf we stop to analyze, from a physical 
rather than a physiological point of 
| view, what goes on during the act of 
thinking, we will find that the proposi- 
tion here advanced is based upon the 
immutable laws of nature herself. 

In the first place, the act of thought, 
like every other human action, requires 
the expenditure of a certain amount of 
energy. If we clap our hands in the 
Air, or utter a sound, we find that a 
part of the bodily energy is converted 
into sound waves which are transmit- 
ted to à distance depending upon the 
force of the disturbance and the resist- 
ance opposed by the atmosphere. In 
the case of thought, the energy mani- 
fests itself in a molecular disturbance 
of the particular brain celis affected, 
, Which return to their normal state of 

equilibrium after the disturbing force 
is removed.

; disturbance is to present a mental im-

X-RAY PHOTOGRAPHS. 

Marvelous as it was at birth a fex 
months ago, Roentgen photography is 
already an infant of remarkable devel- 
;)pment. Since the first crude picture 
of the bones of the hand, improve 
nent has been made step by step untl 
it is now possible to photograph th 
»ntire skeleton of the living body asi 
to show it in a single picture of a trif 
more than life size. At a recent scien- 
tific convention in Zurich a picture o 
this kind created considerable aston- 
ishment. It was was due to the effors 
of Prof. Ludwig Zehnder, the inventor 
of a new Crookes tube which is 7 
of working at a greater distance tha 
2arlier ones, thus increasing the siz 
of the plates that can be used and im- 
proving the pictures in sharpness. For 
the picture exhibited the tube was ar 
-anged exactly over the middle of th 
30dy, about 23 inches from the dn 
plate on which the body lay. Th 
lifferent parts were taken separately 
.he head requiring an exposure of ® 
ninutes; the breast, 6 minutes: th 
knee joints, 50 minutes; the pelvis, # 
ininutes; the feet, arms and hands, 
minutes each. By uniting the seven 
proofs, a complete picture, 6 feet 
inches long, was obtained. All par: 
ire penetrated by the Roentgen rar 
ziving absolutely clear pictures of tht 
3keleton and the joints and distinct 
revealing any impenetrable object i! 
the cavities of the skull. The hear 
and other organs are distinguished 
and with the fluorescent screen thes 
can be seen in the actual perfore 
ance of their functions.
